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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
set forth claims to preparations of polyurethane foam products based on polyether graft 
polyols prepared by free rise expansion in the presence of water and anti-static 
additives wherein upon curing foams having densities of from 6-20 pounds per cubic 
foot, pore sizes in the range of 100-250 pores per inch, and surface resistivities below 1 
X 10 11 ohms/square as determined at 12% relative humidity and 23°C are obtained. 
The degree of picking and choosing required to arrive at the polyether graft polyol- 
based free rise polyurethane foams having the ranges of density, pore size, and surface 
resistivity values as claimed negates any position of prima facie obviousness over the 
prior art. 

The examiner's amendment was required in order to set forth the conditions 
under which the surface resistivity value limitations claimed are based.
